The interlocal cooperation 
agreement by and between the City of Fort Wayne and the 
Allen County Solid Waste District, a copy of which is 
attached hereto, made a part hereof, and marked Exhibit 
"A," is hereby ratified and approved effective January 1, 
L992).

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IN TERGOVERNMENTAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT 


This Agreement made this day of , 1992, by 
and between the Alien County Solid Waste District ("District") 
and the City of Fort Wayne ("City"). 

WITNESSETH 

WHEREAS, the District deems it in its best interest to 
obtain staff services in the area of waste minimization program 
development by contracting for same, and 

WHEREAS, the City has on staff a person whose duties 
encompass such activities, and the City is willing to allow said 
person to perform those services for the District, 

NOW THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the mutual 
promises, covenants, and agreements set forth hereafter, the 
parties agree as follows: 

l. The City shall proviđe its existing staff person for 
the purpose of coordinating the waste minimization program 
development for the District. The City agrees not to designate 
any other person to perform this service for the District without 
the District's prior approval. 

2. In exchange for the services set forth above the 
District shall provide the staff person with a leased or District 
Owned vehicle including insurance and license plates. City shall 
be responsible for providing all gasoline and maintenance 
expenses. 

3. In addition to providing the leased vehicle as set 


forth above,. the District shall pay to the City the sum of 


$30,000.00. Said sum shall be due and payable upon the 
presentation of invoices for the purchase of composting equipment 
and related devices. The District shall pay the billings in its 
ordinary course of business. 

4. The staff person shall remain the employee of the City, 
and in that respect, the City shall be solely responsible for 
setting that employee's salary, the payment of all employment 
taxes and fringe benefits applicable to said employee and the 
establishment of the employee's general work rules, fringe 
benefits and other terms and conditions of employment. 

5. This agreement shall become effective, subject to 
ratification by the appropriate fiscal bodies and executives of 
the parties hereto on the lst day of January, 1992 and shall 
remain in effect through and including the 3lst day of December, 


1992.
